Death Of Author Who Created Tarzan, The Ape Man 


Encino, Californin, Mar. 
19. — Edgar Rice Bur- 
roughs, tho novelist who 
created Tarzan, died at his 
home today. He was 74, 
The writer .of the tree. 
swinging Ape Man . of ‘the 
Jungies was born in 
Chicago. 

For more than 36 ycars he 
-wrote the stories of hia fabulous 
Ape Man and the royalties and 
screen rights from them made 
him a mulli-milllonaire. 

His frst novel, ‘Tarzan of the 
Apes," was published In 1014.— 
Reuter, 


MULTI-MILLIONAIRE 

Edgar, Rice. Burroughs found 
a source of wealth in Africa 
never dreamed of by those who 
went there in quest of gold, dia- 
monds and Ivory.’ But he never 
even visited the Dark Continent 

Thousands of miles away, he 
ereated an apeman of’ the jun- 
gles and made him a fiction and 
movie hery, The apeman in 
turn made the author a multi- 
milionalre, a . 

Few ‘figures [n American 
literature made such on Impact 
on ‘renders. os did tho mighty 


Tarzan, whose creator was big 
enough to wrestle a lion him- 
self, By 10949 Burroughs had 
carried him through 36 yeura 
nnd 93 stories and was busy 
with new jungle cplsodes. 
More than. 36,000,000 of hia 
books had been sold, with radio 
terials, motion pictures, cartoon 
stelps, games, toys and oa candy 
bar adding to the royalties. 


"’ve often considered writing 
deeper stulf,” the author once 
said. “But why cshoukl I? 
Milllons of people seem to want 
Tarzan—why should I take 
him away from them now?” 

So he kept Tarzan swinging 
from trees. . 

Burroughs recelved o substan- 
tin] payment for every Tarzan 
film made—nnd merely leased 
the rights, The amount varied 
with, different studio arrange~ 
ments. One producer sald the 
figure was “the highest paid any 
author per picturo—and for, the 
least amount or work. 

\iurroughs never wrote a line 
of a screen plsy. His role was 
strictly that of a master who 
hired out the services ‘of some~ 
ong he owned, and the faithful 
Tarzan brought him: more. than 
$6,0000,000 tn movie paychecks, 


Tarzan, Tex., and 
Calif, were named 
tree-roving “English lord” who 
was ralse by apes. The npe- 
man’s name became part of the 
everyday language of young- 
stera. The strong boy of evcry 
neighbourhood was referred to 
os 2 “Tarzan.” 

Burroughs often sald that the 
Qction that camo from hls pen 
was strictly on the escapist side.

For most of the work on 
nuclear physics experiments, a 
narrow beam of neutrons {s 
allowed .to escape from the 
centre of the pile through a 
small hole in the conerete and 
stecl shield. These beams are 
used to study the 
chnracteristics of various 
nuclear reactions, such as the 
process of fission Itself, many 
of the details of which are still 
unknown, The results of this 
work will also Icad to a better 
knowledge af the forces which 
hold the nucleus together.

‘Their first find- 
ings are published today. 

The  seient -led by Dr 
REGINALD PASSMORE, beran 
by testing this common-sense 
theory:— 

The people most  pronc to 
fatness are those with the 
highest internal efficiency. They 
use less encroy in doing a piven 
quota of work than thin folk. 
And they make better use of 
their meals—getting “more 
miles to the gallon” out of them. 

They therefore need much 
Icss' food for body-maintenance 
and work. So any extra they 
take in to satisfy 
petites gets stored up aa fat. 

Men siudents, whose appetites 
hod been carefully assessed in o 
previous experiment, were asked 
to volunteer for fatness-fitness 
trials on an outdoor track. Fifty 


of them—some fat, some wity—. 


reported to the doctors. 


How much enorgy? 


Every man was fitted with a 
rubber mask connected to wv 
breath-collectIng bag strapped 
on his back. Then they were 
sent off on a brisk walk, keeping 
{heir pace as near as possible 
to the fixed speed of three and 
one-third miles an hour. 


By analysing the conténts of 
the brenth-bags the scientists 
calculated how much = energy 
cach sludent had to expend to 
walk 300 yards, The smaller 
this nmount the higher the 
person's eMclency as a machine. 


Then every student had his 
physical fitness measured by 
stepping on and off a stool 150 
times in five minutes.

crease the combat power of 
the armed forces. 

The Defence chief made tho 
statement In an Interview re 
viewlng his {irst stormy ycar 
in. office, 

Mr Johnson #ald the Joint 
Chicfs of Staff and the 
Sceretarles of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force ngreed with him 
thnt- US$13,000,000,000 was the 
most that should be spent on 
defence during the new fscat 
year, He added that be would 
oyipose any efforts to cut this 
amount. 

Army, Navy and, Alr Force 
spending was running’ at a rate 
of----nbout ---US$15,000,000,000 
when Mr Johnson became De- 
fence Secretary on March 20 
last year, 

RUMOURS SPIKED 

Mr Johnson spiked rumours 
that he wowd resign svon. He 
said: “I ike the challenge of 
the job. T intend to stay until 
it ds Onished or until President 
Truman telly me I am no longer 
needed.” . 

Mr Truman has indicated 
that he Is. pleased with Mr 
Johnson. Mr Johnson said that 
his double-barrelled programme 
of economy and unification of 
armed services was progressing 
satisfactorily. . 

“The nation's defences are 
far better than 4 year ao and 
netting better all the time,” he 
said. “The Army, Navy and 
Air Force are more alert ahd 
in a better state of combat 
readiness than. they have been 
since demobilisatlon, 

“There fis intense rivalry 
among the Army, Navy and Alr 
Foree to get thelr uniformed 
men from behind the desks and 
into combat jobs.”
